Styron Dies at 72 


Retired Atlanta Fire Chief Charles Crawford (Doc) 
Styron died after a heart attack Sunday night at his 
home, 1580 Avon Ave., SW. He was 72 years old. 


shortly before 10 p.m. Firemen 
arrived minutes later. 


It was a previous heart attack 
suffered in the line of duty which 
ended the long and colorful career 
of the man Mayor Hartsfield 
called ‘‘a fireman’s fireman.” 


Chief Styron had been getting 
along all right, relatives said, un- 
til his second attack Sunday night. 


His death is the second to take 
a popular and colorful figure from 
the ranks of Atlanta’s firefighters 
in recent weeks. Lt. Roy Parker 
of the arson squad also died of a 
heart attack. 


At the time of his retirement 
June 1, 1959, Chief Styron had been 
with the Atlanta fire department 
for 51 years, 20 as chief. 

He was chief during two of At- 
lanta’s worst fires, the Winecoff 
Hotel disaster of 1946, in which 119 
lives were lost, and the Terminal 
Hotel fire in 1938, which killed 35.

The only other announced can- 
didate for the presidency Sen. 
Symington ‘(D-Mo) joined the 
traffic jam of White House hope- 
fuls in Fargo with charges against 
administration farm policies and 
the “tired blood in Washington.” 


The three converged on this 
high plains city of 50,000, to make’ 
the biggest roundup of presiden- 
tial racers in North Dakota his- 
tory. 

Sen. Johnson (D-Tex) was also 
in the farm country, looking in- 
dustriously for national convention 
support among the Iowa corn 
shucks even though he kept say- 
ing he was too busy leading the 
Senate to be an announced presi- 
dential candidate. 


Symington and his front-running 
rival from Massachusetts sought 
to capitalize on some of the bit- 
terest feelings in the farm belt 
against the policies of Agriculture 
Secretary Benson and on a hot 
special senatorial election in 
North Dakota June 28. 


Nixon sought to head off a GOP 
farm revolt and to boost the can- 
didacy of North Dakota Gov. John 
E. Davis in his tough battle for 
the Senate against Democratic 
Rep. Quentin Burdick. 


Although .they were campaign- 
ing among farm folks, Kennedy 
and Nixon drew up their battle 
lines on foreign and defense is- 
sues in speeches within a few 
hours of each other before the 
South Dakota American Legion

Kennedy charged that the Com-

SEEKING SIGNALS 


He questions whether such

April 8 at the National Radio | 
Astronomy Observatory in Green 
Bank, W.Va., where, for limited 
periods, a great %5-foot ‘dish. an- 
fenna was trained on one or the 
other of two neighboring stars. 


The search for signals, known 
as Project Ozma (for the queef 
in’“The Wizard of Oz"), was di- 


rected at two of the three nearest 
stars believed capable of having 
habitable planets: Tau Ceti and 
Epsilon Eridani. The third, Ep- 
silon Indi, is below the West Vir- 


| ginia horizon. 


The experiment has, in effect, 
been a test run with almost a 


negligible expectation of hearing 


anything. Indeed, nothing ap- 
/pears to have been heard. 


10 LIGHT YEARS 


Prof. Bracewell’s doubts con- 
cerning the likelihood of direct 
radio signals are based on his 
view that the chances are slim of 
finding a civilization as close as 
these three stars. We must have 
about 1,000 candidates to enjoy 
any likelihood of success, he be- 
lieves, and this means looking 
out to a distance of 100 light 
years. 


The three nearer stars are 
about 10 light years away, one 
light year being. the. distance 
traveled by light in a. year at 
186,000 miles a second. Prof. 
Bracewell considers it unlikely

The Rev. Martin Luther King 
of Atlanta addressed about 
10,000 persons at the Freedom Ju- 
bilee in Pittsburgh. 


IN DIGNITY 


“If America is to survive, it 
must solve this problem. You will 
ask, then, how long will it take? 
And I say that it will not be long 
before black and white, Jews and 
gentiles, Catholics and Protestants 
will say, ‘We're free at last.’ ” 


The Rev. Mr. King opened his 
talk by declaring the fight against 
segregation in the South would not 
be ended “until all God’s children 
are entitled to walk the streets in 
dignity and honor.” 


He urged the audience not to 
“sit down and wait for the inevit- 
able to happen’’ but to work for a 
unified country. 


NOT JUST SOUTH 


“You are still confronted with 
segregation in New York, Chica- 
go and I would imagine even here 
in Pittsburgh,” he declared, ad- 
ding: “The federal government 
has not really done a job and the 
cause of justice has been betrayed 
by both the Democratic and Re- 
publican parties.”’

REDS SHIFT POLICY? 

However, the Polish Communist 
regime has facilitated the emi- 
gration of Jews to Israel and has 
carried on a fairly large cultural 
exchange with her. 


Although the support indicated 
for Israel on the Eichmann case 
does not necessarily mean a fun- 
damental change of heart by the 
Soviet bloc toward Israel, ob- 
servers see the possibility that 
the new attitude on the Eichmann 
case may ‘have repercussions 
among the Moslem states in the 
Middle East.

Atlantans’ Boat Is Overdue 
At Miami with 16 Aboard 


An Atlanta owned yacht with at 
least 16 people on board has dis- 
appeared mysteriously on a usu- 
ally routine cruise from Bimini 
to Miami, one of its Atlanta own- 
ers said Sunday. 


The Golden Key, a converted 
Navy 63-foot crash boat, owned 
by Jack Faver and Gene Vez- 
zani, Atlanta skin divers, left 
Bimini last Tuesday. She was due 
in Miami last Thursday, but Vez- 
zani said that she has not been 
heard from since she left Bimini. 


Faver is aboard the craft which 
carried amateur skin divers on 
an underwater photography and 
treasure-hunting expedition. 


In Miami, the Coast Guard 
said it understood the Golden 
Key was still in Bimini with bat- 
tery trouble, but Vezzani said he 
talked with Jack McCutcheon at 
the Sea Crest Hotel in Bimini 
about 4 p.m. Sunday, and the 
yacht was “definitely not in 
Bimini. You can’t hide a yacht 
that size in Bimini.” 


Vezzani said that available 
craft in Bimini were out looking 
for the yacht, Lut had not been 
able to locate her at near-by 
keys. 


Vezzani said the craft carried 
plenty of radio and ship-to-shore 
telephone facilities. ‘“There hasn’t 
been any weather down there to 
speak of, so I’m not worried 
about the passengers’ and crew’s 


safety, but it is certainly mys- 
terious,”’ Vezzani said. 


Faver, although he holds cap- 
tain’s papers, was not in com- 
mand of the vessel, Vezzani said. 
The captain was listed as Joseph 
Bernier. The vessel left Miami 
on Saturday, June 11, for a cruise 
to the Bahamas. She was due to 
return to Miami last Thursday 
and jeft Bimini on Tuesday. 


“But it isn’t a two-day run from 
Bimini to Miami,” Vezzani said. 
“And anyway, the passengers 
left their laundry*in Bimini Tues- 
day, according to the hotel there, 
so they must have been planning 
to return before going on to 
Miami.”

The United States owes a debt to 
Premier Kishi. So do the Japanese people. 
He saw through the treaty that aligns the 
two peoples with history as it will un- 
fold. He did it at the risk of his personal 
and political life. Now it is done. 

The Japanese people may, if they 
agree with the anarchist mob that tor- 
mented Kishi, elect a new leader. He 
may or may not be a friend of the United 
States.

What we must do, now that our power 
and Kishi’s courage have renewed the 
paper alliance, is to so proclaim and exem- 
plify the purposes of liberty that the Japa- 
nese people will come with us. In the 
world, as in Japan, this fervor of purpose 
is the present shortcoming and future 
challenge of this nation’s political leader- 
ship.

There Is a Dark Side 
To Employment Picture 


Employment rose last month to a rec- 
ord for May, says a report from the La- 
bor department. 

That’s good news. 

But it’s not good enough. 

The amount of chronic ‘joblessness 
has not declined. Almost 5 per cent of all 
Americans able and willing to work still 
are without employment. The number un- 
employed, listed at 3,459,000, comes at a 
time when the national economic product 
has risen to above a half-trillion dollars a 
year. 

The figures show, the economy fis 
not growing at a rate equal to the increase 
in the labor-farce. Added productivity of 
industry and increased operating effici- 
ency through automation and moderniza- 
tion has not prevented the job total from 
reaching the highest:level in history. 

Personal incomes are at an all-time 
high. But there is a gradual increase an- 
nually in the percentage unemployed and 
that’s the bad news. 

If America is to live up to its prom- 
ise of the good life and more opportu- 
nity for all her people, this nagging prob- 
lem must be solved. It just doesn’t make 
sense that 5 per cent of our employable 
work force should be without jobs in a 
country which has succeeded in giving 
the majority the highest standard of liv- 
ing in history.

Ike’s Visit to Taiwan 


Shows Strategic Value 


The visit of President Eisenhower in 
Taiwan (Formosa) once again focuses 
world attention on this troubled island 
country which is the last stronghold of 
the Chinese Nationalists and a strategic 
anchor of U.S. and free world defenses 
against Communist expansion in Asia. 


With Japan wavering on the brink of 
neutralism or worse, Taiwan becomes the 
more important. There Chiang Kai-shek 
still holds out as an implacable foe of 
communism and the Red Chinese regime. 
What has happened in Japan and other 
countries proves without doubt that this 
regime wants to control all Asia. 


What is the record of the Chinese 
Communists: 

In the last decade they have sought to 
take all Korea by military force and 
have threatened invasion of the Chinese 
Nationalist island of Taiwan by the day. 
They have aided the North Vietnamese 
in an effort to win control of all Indo-

china—a conquest which would threaten 
Thailand, Burma and Malaya. 


The Chinese Reds have brought direct 
pressure on Indonesia; have ruthlessly 
conquered Tibet. They now are claim- 
ing large areas of territory along the In- 
dian border and have sought through 
local Communists to subvert the govern- 
ments of Japan and the Philippines. 


While he did not get to Japan, Presi- 
dent Eisenhower’s presence in Taiwan is 
a reassurance to countries threatened by 
Chinese Communists that the strong arm 
of the United States still is in the area.

Sensible Handling of Oil 


Renews Bidders’ Interest 


First fruit of a more sensible approach 
to oil leasing is the Humble company’s 
expression of interest in Georgia’s tide- 
lands. 

Humble backed away from bidding in 
April when the state abruptly invited 
bids without proper planning. The three 
bids that were received from other 
groups could not even be compared be- 
cause the State Mineral Leasing Com- 
mission had specified no adequate shape 
or form. 

The commission’s intention not to 
accept any of these bids, but rather to 
bone up on oil dealings and then pro- 
ceed in a businesslike manner, reassures 
Georgians and encourages bidders. 


Humble’s interest in joining the bid- 
ding, and a Texas exploration group’s 
new desire to conduct seismic tests pre- 
liminary to drilling, show how worthwhile 
prudence can be. 

If there is oil under Georgia’s Atlan- 
tic borders such as Louisiana found in 
its Gulf tidelands, its worth to Georgia’s 
people could run into the hundreds of 
millions of dollars. That is why we cannot 
afford to gamble with hasty or slipshod 
arrangements on oil exploration.

Let the Senate Restore 
All Foreign Aid Funds 


Awakened by events in Japan, the 
House of Representatives has restored 
about half of the 20 per cent cut its 
appropriation committee made in Presi- 
dent Eisenhower's foreign-aid requests. 
It is not enough. 

The request had been termed as mini- 
mum to carry out U.S. foreign policy ob- 
jectives during the coming year. While 
there has been deserved dissatisfaction 
about some phases of administration of 
aid funds, restrictive amendments which 
would tie the hands of the State depart- 
ment and the deep cuts were unjustified. 
They would only help the Communists in 
their worldwide political, psychological 
and economic offensives. 

The bill now goes to the Senate where 
it is hoped that clearer and more intelli- 
gent thinking will prevail. Its members 
should restore the full amount and remove 
the crippling amendments. Thanks to 
what has happened, we are given a sec- 
ond chance. 

It is no time to withdraw, leaving the 
Communists a clear field. We must learn 
from our mistakes and try to come up 
with new and more realistic policies in 
line with the meaning of recent events. 
The trend away from the West will go 
on unless we adopt positive programs to 
prevent it and foreign aid is the logical 
vehicle.

Florida Paces Nation 


In Population Growth 


Our good neighbor to the south, the 
State of Florida, continues to show its 
heels to the rest of the nation with its rate 
of population growth. The number of 
people in the Sunshine State almost dou- 
bled during the past decade, going from 
2,771,305 in 1950 to 4,893,098 in 1960. 

This is far ahead of the national rate 
of gain, which saw the country register 
an 18% per cent gain since 1950 with 
preliminary census figures showing there 
are now 179,500,000 Americans. But the 
vast movement of people continues with 
Florida and the West Coast leading as 
gainers. 

California led the nation in total num- 
ber of new people, gaining almost five 
million, But its rate of increase was only 
46 per cent, compared with Florida’s 76. 
Only four states have lost population, 
paced by Arkansas with a decline of 7.18 
per cent. Other losers were West Vir- 
ginia, Mississippi and the District of Co- 
lumbia. 

Georgia holds its own with a gain of 
13.72 percentage points. While Florida 
makes us look like pikers, there are some 
20 states below us on the scale. In the 
next decade, let’s set our sights on Florida 
and at least slow down the migration of 
Georgians to the south.

This fits no measurement of morality. Yet every man as well as 
every nation knows the truth of ugly facts. ‘To reconcile them with 
right is impossible. To accept them as moral is immoral. To leave 
them in limbo, decently covered, is the merciful way, for time heals. 

To expose them jarringly, and so undertake to justify them, as 
President Eisenhower did in pleading guilty to the U2 espionage, was 
a new approach to morality as well as statecraft and I do not like it. 
That the espionage occurred is an ugly fact of life. It shall again, until 
Khrushchev reads Rossetti: “‘Wouldst guard thine garden wall? Be 


free of fruit to all.” 


But admission of the ugly fact took the burden from the Presi- 
dent’s shoulders and placed it on the whole American people, who 
must forever try to justify now the breaking of international law, the 
deliberate violation of another nation’s borders, and initial blatant 


lying about it.

Kennedy is ad- 
dressing himself realistically to 
what could be one of the weak- 
nesses of his candidacy and at 
the same time is focusing on what 
will almost certainly be a major, 
if not the controlling, question the 
voters will have to answer in No- 
vember. 

Kennedy is not, of course, tak- 
ing his nomination for granted. 
He is not one to make a mistake 
like that. He isn't letting down 
in the least. He is keeping at it 


harder than any other candidate. 
But this will not prevent him from 


shaping his speeches to affect the 

election, not alone his nomination.

Is Impossibility for State 


Gov. Vandiver’s formal statement on Georgia’s responsibility 


for local law enforcement makes a great deal of sense. 


What he is 


saying, in effect, is that the state’s authority should not be directly 
invoked in a local situation until it is most clear that the law-abiding 
local citizenry has lost control and a critical situation exists. 


Otherwise, we would be in the 
undesirable position of having 
state monitors constantly check- 
ing our city and county law en- 
forcement. Police jurisdiction 
should be as immediate and de- 
centralized as possible. 


Every state in the union faces 
a paradox in law enforcement 
similar to ours. Where a major- 
ity of the people do not want to 
lend moral force to the sale of 
alcohol, or the use of gambling 
devices, those persons who con- 
sider drinking and gambling their 
own affair and nobody else’s busi- 
ness will find ways to indulge 
themselves. For a time this sur- 
face appearance of official mo- 
rality and the clandestine sale of 
whisky and beer live in tacit ig- 
norance of each other. But the 
vices uncontrolled are too appeal- 
ing to the underworld.

The postal people say | 
that they can. ‘“‘guarantee’’ next | 
day delivery, and their tests show 
that 98 per cent of the mail is | 
delivered the next day. | 


‘The whole idea of casing At- 
lanta mail would be revolutionized 
if everyone would just zone his 
mail,’’ Driskell said. “‘We could 
almost eliminate one casing step. 
Anybody could case mail if all 
they had to do was read the zone 
numbers. Now, because some 30 
per cent doesn’t have zone num- 
bers, we have to case it all by 
address.”’ 


AUTOMATIC PROCESS 


Whole banks of cases are de- 
voted to Atlanta, some for the 
downtown area, others for. the 
outlying districts. Then other 
banks of cases are devoted to 
other states and to Georgia towns. 
Incoming mail comes pouring into

The need, he once said, was 
pointed out to him in 1917, when 
Atlanta’s greatest fire wiped out

Chief Styron during his career 
as chief conducted a running bat- 
tle with city politicians. Eight 
years ago the Southeastern Under- 
writers demanded that he be dis- 
missed, but the chief could not be 
budged. He won the battle, and

As usual, Chief Styron was on 
the scene, wearing his high boots 
and slicker, when firemen an- 
swered a call to a downtown 
building Christmas night, 1958. 
The chief suffered his first heart 
attack that night, and, six months 
later, stepped down. 


But his three sons are still in 
the fire fighting business, 


C. C. Styron Jr. is an assistant 
chief, Leonard G. is a lieutenant 
and Irving is a captain, in the At- 
lanta fire department. 

Also surviving are Chief Styrons’ 
wife, the former Mrs. Cleo Shaw, 
and step-daughter, Miss Barbara 
Shaw, Atlanta.

ried Mrs. Shaw, a widow, in 1951.

lanta Police Department. 


Born in Port Point, N.C., Chief 
Styron came to Atlanta at the age 
of three. As a teen-ager he began 
chasing fire wagons and when the 
city began paying firemen he was 
on the payroll. 


When the chief retired, Miss 
Martha Guest, secretary to the 
Atlanta board of firemasters, said 
Atlanta fire losses have av- 
eraged only $2.45 per capita for 
the past 20 years compared to a 
national average of almost $7 per 
capita.

Eskimo Actress Blasts at Age-Old Myth: 
Peddlers Can Sell Ice Boxes in Alaska!

Selling ice boxes to the Eski- 
mos is no longer the feat-su- 
preme of a super-peddier: A 
refrigerator—electric or gas—is 
as much at home in an igloo 
kitchen as in any contemporary 
dwelling of the South. 


Miss Dorcas Brower, a 20- 
year-old beauty from the Land 
of the ‘Midnight Sun, and first 
Eskimo actress to be featured 
in a Hollywood film, finds life 
in the “South 48” (that’s Alas- 
kan for the OTHER continental 
states) much the same as in 
her native land. And citizens 
south of Alaska have conjured 
up a mental image of life among 
the Eskimos that is based more 
on imagination than fact. 


The picture of an Eskimo 
family watching their ice-block 
home melting away in the spring 
thaw rates sympathy. But sym- 
pathy should be reserved for 
those who believe such a situa- 
tion exists.

MEMO TO MAMAS 


Don’t Be Sad | 
If Your Child 


Isn’t Promoted | 


By BARBARA SOMERVILLE 


Constitution Woman's Editor 


“Did I pass, Mama?” 


_ That’s the question many adoring mothers must 
face. And, as they look over report cards, often grimy 
with small fingerprints, some try desperately to find 


a reassuring way to say, 


How do you stifle, the shame 
that rises’ in your heart as you 
wonder: Why, oh, why, did the 
teacher fail my child? 


“Actually there should be no 
shame attached to a nonpro- 
motion during a child’s early 
years. And each child should be 
allowed to move along at the 
rate best for him as an indi- 
vidual.” 


Thus believes Mrs. Elizabeth 
Bailey, Consultant in Instruc- 
tional Supervision for the State 
Department of Education. 


She goes on to say: 


“‘We attach no shame to the 
child who walks or talks later 
than other children—or to the 
one who cuts his teeth last. So 
why should we think that, once 
the child crosses the threshold 
of school, he must suddenly 
start making the same progress 
as every other child in his 
class? 


GROWTH IS UNEVEN 


“Growth is both individual 
and uneven. Parents need to 
understand it just isn’t reason- 
able to expect all children to 
learn to read and write and 
spell at the same instant.”’ 


Mrs. Bailey says that if a 
child is retained in the first, 
second or third grade, his par- 
ents should not immediately -as- 
sume that he is a slow learner 
or that he will always be behind 
in his work. 


It only means he has been 
given a year to catch up. The 
child may be younger than most 
of his group or maybe he is just 
more immature. Then time is 
on his side—and he may make 
more than the usual year’s 
growth in the second year if he 
is allowed to move along at his 
own rate. 


Today's educators promote 
the child if at all practicable. 
And close cooperation between 
parents and school can make 
each child’s promotion more 
assured, Mrs. Bailey said, 


RESPONSIBILITY OF SCHOOL 
Mrs. Bailey believes the 
school must help parents to be- 
come better informed about the 
principles of growth and de- 
velopment of school pupils. ‘To 
me, the preschool conference 
with parents that many schools 
now conduct is a hopeful sign 
we are working toward this. 


“But our schools need to do 
a continuous job of working 
with parents through group con- 
ferences and well-planned PTA 
study groups. In this way par- 
ents can better understand what 
the school is doing — and the 
school can know the parents

well enough to know what is 
best for the child.” 


But Mrs. Bailey also feels it 
is the responsibility of parents 
to arrange for individual con- 
ferences with the teacher when 
they see a need. 


PARENTS’ RESPONSIBILITY 

“And parents need to take a 
look at their own attitudes—for 
by these attitudes they may 
limit what the school can best 
do for their child.” 

Mrs. Bailey says parents need 
to guard against putting too 
much emphasis on competition, 
work and success. Parents, as 
well as teachers, get such satis- 
faction when a child achieves 
good grades that they are apt 
to pressure the child to learn 
more, more quickly, and at an 
earlier age. The pressure ob- 
viously adds to the burden of 
an already over-burdened child. 


“What the child needs to de- 
velop and learn,” Mrs. Bailey 
says, “‘is the security of achieve- 
ment within his own limitations 
during his early years.”’ 


“Parents can help by encour- 
aging children to compete with 
their own previous records—not 
the records of other children.”’ 


Mrs. Bailey says there is no 
promotion policy in general use 
in all Georgia schools. 


‘But they all recognize the im- 
portance of individual differ- 
ences. They try to make adapta- 
tions to allow each child to move 
from grade to grade at the rate 
best for him. But the adapta- 
tions each school is able to 
make vary greatly — depending 
upon the size of the school, the 
number of teachers per grade, 
and the size of the classes.”

There Are Seemingly Endless Things 
To Do in Preparation for a Wedding

When a girl marries there are 
a lot of things necessary in 
addition to the bridegroom. 


The time, place, the size of 
the wedding and a seemingly 
endless list of “things to do.” 


In the latter category, the 
plans get under way as soon as 
the engagement is announced. 
However, 99 out of every 100 
engagements announced in the 
newspapers already have been 
known for months (and some- 
times years) by the friends and 
relatives of the couple. 


The public announcement 
serves only to make it official. 


No one ever has come up with 
an answer as to why it’s offi- 
cial, inasmuch as it is a rather 
personal matter. 


Anyway, as soon as the public 
announcement is made, the 
time, place and date for the 
wedding must be decided. There 
must be consultations with the 
minister. Then comes the task 
of compiling the wedding list. 
And don’t forget, the groom- 
elect and his family have a little 
blue book of names, too. 


There should be a cross file 
to avoid duplications as well as 
the indexed file. Invitations— 
the style, script and amount— 
must be ordered. China, silver- 


ware and glassware are se 
lected. 


Invitations should be ordered 


at least three months prior to* 


the wedding... They should be 
mailed three weeks prior to the 
ceremony. 


Many wonder what the differ- 
ence is between an invitation 
and an announcement. Invita- 
tions request presence at the 
ceremony. A card is enclosed 
separately as an invitation to 
the reception. 


An announcement is sent in 
two instances. First, if there 
has been no invitation issued to 
the wedding. Second, announce- 
ments are sent to friends—and 


sometimes relatives — who are 
unable to attend the ceremony 
due to distance or some other 
reason. 


Invitations as welk as an- 
nouncements should be en- 
graved, if possible. 


When a <ouple has become 
engaged—when she’s wearing 
the ring on her finger—the boy’s 
parents must visit the girl's 
parents. The visit, by the way, 
must be made before the public 
announcement is made in the 
paper.

Changing Meal Pattern 
May Curb Appetite 


By FREDERICK J. STARE, M.D. 


You have probably read that 
eating “‘two slices of a certain 
bread one-half hour before 
meals” will curb your appetite 
and assist in weight loss. This 
statement should be analyzed 
very carefully. 


No doubt if you do eat two 
slices of bread before meals 
you will be too full to over-eat 
at meal time—maybe too full 
to eat at meal time, and thus 
you may lose weight. 


However, 120 calories of al- 
most anything eaten one-half 
hour before a meal will do the 
same thing. We don’t mean to 
imply that there is anything 
wrong with bread. There isn’t. 
It is a perfectly good food, 
nutritious and an important part 
of our diet. But it has no intrin- 
sic weight-reducing properties. 


Some breads do have fewer 
calories per slice than others. 
This is because the slices are 
thinner and the loaf smaller 
around, or it may be due to 
the fact that less fat and a 
flour containing less _ starch 
than the ordinary flour are 
used -in the receipe. But no 
matter what type, bread still 
furnishes calories. 


The theory behind such adver- 
tising is helpful for some weight 
watchers. A snack of some of 
the food planned for the day 
eaten one-half hour before meal 
time will help if you are beset 
by uncontrollable hunger pangs, 
and if you have difficulty cut- 
ting down on the volume you 
eat at one time. 


For example, at 12:00 try 
taking the glass of milk you usu- 
ally have when you eat lunch at 
1:00, It may help you resist the 
second hamburger, or the tempt- 
ing chocolate cream pie. 


It is interesting to note that 
in some cultures where the 
people make little effort to 
have planned, organized meal 
hours, but eat several small 
snacks a day, overweight is not 
much of a problem. 

The point fs that for some 
people, appetite and excessive 
cravings for food may be helped 
by “rearranging” meal pat- 
terns, not by eating some speci- 
fic food in addition to planned 
menus. q

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I have been watching young peo- 
ple looking for jobs for almost

been able to understand one big 
point. 

What is the Point? That year 
after year, students graduate 
from high schools and colleges 
and are, in too many cases, not 
prepared, guided or trained for 
any specific work! , 
The meed of education cannot 
be over-emphasized. The dedi- 
cated, underpaid teachers have 
one of the hardest jobs to do in 
this world and most of them 
have great talent. 

But what is the weakness in our 
school systems that allows young 
people to study day-after-day, 
year-after-year and step up for a 
diploma upon their graduation 
from high school — into the 
“LAND OF WHERE DO I GO 
NOW — WHAT AM I PRE- 
PARED TO DO?” Too many 
are not ready for their next step 
—mostly because they can’t fig- 
ure out by themselves what they 
should do to earn a living. 
The most obvious need in our 
educational program today is to 
correct this. 


Vocational guidance and train- 
ing—relentlessly administered at 
the junior high level — UP — 
must be accomplished if we are 
to keep up with the economic 
progress predicted for us. 

Real guidance given at the flexi- 
ble, growth time of young peo- 
ple’s lives will give all of them a 
Proper and useful place in so- 
ciety. 

Yes, in some schools, progress 
along these lines is being made. 
But in too many—it’s a case of 
too little and too late.
